Hie  trip  was  a nice  one,  not  a single  ac- 
cident occurring  to  anyone  in  the  party. 

The  , service  rendered  by  the  railroads 
was  good,  only  one  accident  marring  the 
trip.  'I  he  I.  C.  Railroad  agreed  to  send 
the  apeeial  coach  furnished  ns  through  to 
Hot  Springs.  When  we  reached  the  Pop- 
lar street  depot  Conductor  Fort  ordered 
our  party  out  of  the  special  coach,  mani- 
festing considerable  had  temper  and  not 
extending  to  our  party  pr<>i>er  consideration 
and  courtesy.  The  Rock  Island  Railroad 
ofTiciala  extended  us  full  consideration  and 
courtesy,  and  have  the  thanks  of  our  party, 
and  so  have  all  the  I.  C.  officials  except 
Conductor  Fort  as  named  above. 


Baptist  Young  People's  Union.

The  former  Secretary.  W.  W.  Gaines,  of 
Georgia,  being  absent.  Prof.  L.  P.  Leavell 
of  Mississippi,  was  chosen  Secretary. 

Dr.  George  W.  McDaniel  of  Virginia, 
discussed  the  subject.  “The  Young  Baptist 
for  the  Hour.” 

He  showed  that  the  hour  is  favorable 
for  the  young,  and  likewise  the  time  is 
favorable  for  the  Baptists.  This  is  the 
hour  for  Baptist  destiny.  What  manner  of 
Baptist  must  a young  man  he  to  meet  the 
times? 

lb-  must,  first,  he  a young  man 
of  conviction.  This  determines  what  and 


who  you  are.  The  young  man  for  the 
hour  niiist  have  a conviction  about  the  lii- 
hlr  and  believe  it  is  God's  word.  He  must 
have  a conviction  about  vice  ami  sin.  He. 
must  have  a eoiivietion  that  right  is  stronger 
than  might.  To  enter  polities  is  as  much 
the  duty  of  a young  Baptist  as  to  pray. 

He  must  secondly,  have  courage  to 
think,  speak  and  get.  A young  Baptist 
carries  his  sovereignty  under  his  luit.  He 
must  have  the  courage  to  champion  a 
cause  when  it  is  weak. 

He  niuxt.  thirdly,  have  consecration. 
The  ipicxtion  of  the  t'liristiuu  and  |Mipuur 
amusements  is  one  Of  a lack  of  consecration. 
Christ  is  the  embodiment  of  all  these  prin- 
ciples. 

The  congregation  sang  with  great  vol- 
ume and  fervor,  “Am  I a Soldier  of  the 
Cross.  ” 

Dr.  M.  P.  Hunt  of  Kentucky,  asked  for 
$100  to  he  list'd  hv  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee in  the  work  of  the  Convention.  Dr. 
J.  M.  Frost  stated  that  the  Sunday* School 
Board  would  duplicate  any  amount  given. 
In  a very  few  minutes  over  $73  w efe  con- 
tributed . 

Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins  of  Kentucky.  s|s»ke 
on  “The  Principle  of  Baptist  Progress. " 
The  address  whs  full  of  deep  scholar- 
ship. incisive  and  virile  thought,  eloquent 
and  splendid  phraseology.  lie  disdansl 
that  Baptists  reject  sacramental  grace,  hu- 
man authority  and  lunn-made  creed*  ami 
the  principle  of  their  progress  is  budding 
men  and  women  for  G<s|. 

The  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by 
Dr.  B.  A.  Dawes  of  Kentucky. 

Thursday  Morning  Session

glorious  sunshine  the  second  day’s  session 
of  the  Baptist  Bodies  convened  at  Hot 
Springs.

Thursday  Afternoon  Session 

The  devotions  were  conducted  by  Itr. 

K.  C.  Dargsn  of  Georgia.  Several  |c,- 
vent  prayers  were  offered  invoking  God 'a 
Messing  upon  this  meeting  of  Ilia  children. 
The  music  was  led  by  M.,  A.  Uareafer. 
The  congregation  repeated  in  concert  tho 
23rd  Psalm.  Everybody  joined  in  repeat- 
ing this  wonderful  Shepherd  Psalm. 

Dr.  Dargan  said  there  ia  no  more  impor- 
tant thimf  now  for  us  to  consider  than 
rest.  The  aheep  seldom  lies  down  in  the 
green  pasture—  always  nibbling.  We  rest- 
less  sheep  should  find  time  to  ruminate  — 
and  lie  down  in  the  gpecn  pasture*  of  God’a 
guidance  and  goodness. 

J.  Harry  Tyler  spoke  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  P. 
and  the  Layman'*  Movement.  He  *aid 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  has  three  objeeta— Enter- 
tainment.  give  a chance  for  expression 
and  individual  work. 

The  Layman's  Movement  is  not.  merely  a 
laymen's  movement,  hut  s missionary  move- 
ment. 

It  is  not  an  organization  or  brotherhood 
and  henc*  ha*  no  connection  with  any  other 
organization. 

It*  mission  ia  to  arou*e  aad  stimulate 
in  order  that  ita  work  may  he  done  auc- 
eeasfnlly. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  I',  i*  related  to  the  I*ay- 

msn's  Movement  in  the  following  way*:

Dr.  B.  D.  Gray  read  the  report  of  the 
Horne  Hoard.  The  report  of  the  Boani 
shows  that  there  were  961  workers  in  the 
field  and  then-  were  22.420  baptisms  and 
1&015  by  letter.  How  inspiring  such 
work  as  this!  The  seed  has  been  sown 
that  will  brinjr  forth  fruit.  In  Mississippi 
the  Hoard  spent  $1,400  supporting  3d  mis- 
sionaries. These  missionaries  had  834 
baptisms,  664  by  letter.  Total  additions, 
1.458.  The  Hoard  have  aidfd  in  building 
or- improving  21  houses  of  Worship.  See 
what  this  Boani  iR  doing  for  tis.  Let  Mis. 
Kissippians  rally  anew  to  the  support  of  this 
Hoard  in  its  splendid  work.  The  total  re- 
ceipts of  the  Hoard  was  $265,335.59  -an  in- 
crease  of  $33,501.56  over  previous  year. 

The  Woman’s  Work  has  made  a great 
advance  for  the  year,  the  total  contribu- 
tions for  the  year  were  $56.190.70 — an  in- 
crease of  $9,165.18  over  last  year. 

The  report  of  the  Hoard  .calls  attention 
to  several  interesting  features  of  the  Wo- 
man’s Work. 

Standing  first  among  th<*.c  is  the  Wo- 
man’s Missionary  Union  Training  School, 
•‘stnhlishcd  this  year  in  Louisville,  Ky..  nnu 
now,  by  the  gencnms  gift  of  the  Sunday 
School  Hoard  and  gifts  of  the  Union,  housed 
in  a beautiful  and  commodious  building 
changed  to  our  needs  and  thoroughly  fur- 
nished and  equipped.  In  this  well-regu- 
lated school  there  have  been  31  young 
women,  carfully  selectd  and  tested  by  dis- 
criminating entrance  regulations,  three  of 
whom  will  graduate  this  spring.  The  Un- 
ion has  maintained  free  tuition  at  a cost 
of  $3.(KX>,  changed  and  equipped  the  build- 
ing at  a cost  of  $6,000  and  had  on  hand 
at  the  time  of  closing  the  Annual  Report. 
$6 INN)  towards  an  ultimate  permanent  fund; 
$20.<XKt  of  which  they  hope  to  complete  in 
the  near  future.  It  will  appear  therefore, 
that  besides  the  Sunday  School  Hoard’s  gift 
of  $20,000.  the  Union  has  raised  some  $15,- 
(XX)  for  its  Training  School,  while  increas- 
ing its  contributions  to  every  branch  of 
mission  work. 

The  report  speaks  at  length  of  the  work 
in  Cuba,  giving  all  the  stations  of  the  work- 
ers with  the  work  accomplished  as  far  as 
can  be  seen,  as  well  as  the  Isle  of  Fines. 
Panama,  and  the  work  of  the  negroes. 

The  Department  of  Evangelism  has  had 
evidences  of  the  blessings  of  our  God  upon 
the  laborers  on  the  field.  The  workers 
have  been  busy,  faithful  and  successful. 
Under  the  labors  of  the  missionaries  mail* 
have  decided  for  the  ministry,  and  offered 
themselves  for  the  work  in  the  homeland 
or  on  forign  fields.  As  many  as  134  sur- 
rendered for  service.  With  a mighty  host 
of  2,000.000  Baptists  in  the  South,  inerea* 
ing  marvelously  .in  numbers,  wealth  and  in- 
telligence. every  consideration  of  fidelity  to 
our  principles  and  loyalty  to  our  God  must 
move  ns  to  make  this  Southland  a great 
Baptist  empire.

Report  of  Sunday  School  Board. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Frost,  the  Secretary,  read  the 
report  There  have  been  no  reverses  of 
any  kind  to  the  work  of  the  Board,  but  a 
steady  advance  in  every  department. 

The  total  receipts-  for  the  year  were  $171'.- 
020.37,  an  ad  vane  over  last  year  of  $!’«,- 
582.80. 

The  business  not  only  provide*  for  the 
heavy  expenditure  necessary  to  its  own 
successful  operation.  Hut  is  also  a mission- 
ary power,  ami  has  become  a nerve  center 
in  the  denomination ’s  life.  The  Board  is  de- 
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sirotis  of  turning  the  profits  of  the  business 
back  into  the  denominational  life.  It  has 
done  three  things  r 

1.  It  has  been  self-sustaining,  making 
ample  provision  for  the  increasing  demands 
of  a growing  business. 

2.  It  has  set  aside  at  Nashville  as  nec- 
essary to  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  its 
busim-HR.  about  $2lXt.(XX)  in  tangible  assets. 

3.  It  has  made  gifts  to  the  denomina- 
tion aggregating  about  $275.000l  choosing 
for  this  outlay  such  channels  and  agencies 
as  the  Baptists  of  the  South  have  themselves 
created  and  are  fostering.  During  tin- 
past  year  there  have  been  set  aside  for  de- 
nominational ptir|»wc«  $46,110.18.  This 
is  the  rash  dividend  which  the  Baptists  of 
the  South  receive  from  their  publication 
business  through  the  |s>liey  which  the 
Hoard  has  adopted  for  conui-rting  its  ai- 
fairs.  In  addition  to  all  this  the  Hoard 
has  made  gifts  in  col|>ortagc  supplies 
which  aggregate  more  .than  $10,803.39. 
which  have  gone  out  from  their  publication 
business  through  the  policy  which  the 
Hoard  has  adopted  for  conducting  its,  af- 
fairs. 

The  field  work  is  of  high  order  in  every 
particular,  and  unique  in  many  r**s|*ects. 

1.  The  men  themselves  serving  in  this 
capacity  are  of  high  merit,  well  trained 
and  capable  of  leading  the  people  into  high- 
er Sunday  School  ideals  ami  methods. 

2.  The  salaries  and  expenses  of  these 
field  secretaries  are  paid  out  of  the  bus- 
iness of  the  Hoard  without  taking  collec- 
tions from  the  churches.  Their  service  in 
all  its  great  worth  is  a dividend  which  the 
publishing  business  psys  to  the  denomina- 
tion annually;  its  money  value  is  high,  hut 
ita  worth  cannot  he  estimated. 

3.  These  field  secretaries  give  their 
whole  time  to  distinctive  Sunday  School 
work.  They  do  not  seek  business.  Even 
when  attending  Conventions  they  are  there 
not  to  advance  the  Hoard’s  business  inter- 
ests. but  simply  to  press  the  Sunday  School 
cause  with  every  opportunity  that  come*  or 
can  he  made.  God  throws  wide-open  the 
door  to  the  future,  and  bids  us  enter.  The 
l>eople  who  can  best  master  their  Sunday 
School  situation  will  lend  all  other  people 
in  evangelising  the  world. 

As  Dr.  Frost ' rend  the  report  every  one 
could  hcc  joy  and  bright  hope  sparkling 
in  his  face  and  eyes. 

Report  of  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Dr.  Willingham  expressed  grateful  ac- 
knowledgement for  the  manifold  mercies 
and  blessings  of  God  which  have  been  be- 
stowed upon  ns  both  in  home  and  foreign 
missions.  He  said  that  enlargement  was 
the  order  of  the  day. 

The  report  showed  the  great  need  of  pro. 
viding  good  homes  for  our  missionaries. 
When  foreigners  rent  their  homes  to  mis- 
sionaries they  charge  high  prices. 

There  are  now  128  school*  connected  with 
our  missions,  and  3,194  scholars  in  atten- 
dance. 

These  schools  are  transforming  the  thought 
in  heathen  lands,  and  reaching  the  hearts  of 
the  young.  A child  cannot  go  into  one 
of  these  places  where  Christianity  is  lived 
before  him  and  its  precious  truth*  taught 
and  then  come  out  and  ever  he  and  feel  the 
same  as  he  did  before  entering. 

The  total  amount  contributed  this  year 
was  $402  328.16.  of  this  amount  Mississip- 
pi gave  $28,920.54.  This  year  $135,000. 
one-third  of  all  received  came  after  5 p.m. 


April  30th.  The  Board  earnestly  recom- 
mended a change  from  this  plan. 

The  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  contrib- 
uted $186,198.58,  an  increase  of  $tn.oou 
over  last  year.  In  addition  to  this  then- 
wen*  boxes  sent  to  the  missionaries  amount- 
ing to  $24  543.46. 

Mississippi  women  gave  of  this  amount 
$2,680.84.  The  Boani  states  that  we  have 
scarcely  more  than  made  a Is-ginning  at 
the  gn*at  task  committed  to  us  by  our  liord. 
He  has  thrown  open  to  iis  the  door*  of  the 
nations.  Never  la-fon*  were  the  humlml* 
of  millions  so  easy  of  aeeess.  and  n-ady  to 
reeeive  tile  gospel  message. 

These  n-port*  wen*  referred  to  committees 
on  different  phases  of  the  n*|Nirta.  Tin* 
special  featun*s  of  tin*  n*port  to  Is*  consider 
ed.  was  suggested  by  tile  sccn-taric*. 

Dr.  B.  11.  Carroll  of  Texas,  was  ap- 
pointed  to  pn*neh  at  1 1 o'clock  at  this  nicct- 
ing.  lie  took  his  text  in  ('olossians  1. 
His  theme  was  “The  Nature  and  I'emyii 
of  Our  Lord  .lesiis  and  llis  relation  to  the 
Father,  the  Universe  and  the  (’hureh.’’ 

Dr.  Cam >11  held  his  audieqee  under  the 
power  of  his  words  and  stnuig  magnet ie  j*er. 
souality  for  an  hour  and  thirty  iniuutea. 
With  the  exception  ot  fn*<pieut  fervent 
ntuens,  one  could  have  hcan!  the  proverbial 
pin  dmp  during  that  time. 

Although  Dr.  Carndl  is  neariv  70  years 
old  he  i*  as  erect  as  a mair-ninny  years 
his  junior.  lie  gave  a treatise  ou  Theol- 
ogy as  good  as  can  he  had  any  when*.  He 
clearly  put  before  the  Convention  the  di- 
vinity of  Christ.

Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

A delayed  train  brought  us  to  not 
Springs  too  late  to  attend  the  opening  meet- 
ing of  the  W .M.  IT.,  which  wns  occupied 
by  the  address  of  welcome  nnd  response, 
president’s  Annual  address,  enrollment  nnd 
other  preliminary  matters.1  Mrs.  Mc- 
Comb’s  response  to  the  address  of  welcome 
was  evidently  a fine  one,  for  we  heard  many 
admiring  comments  upon  it.  Thursday 
afternoon  found  the  Mississippi  delegation 
in  the  pavilion  of  the  great  Eastman  Hotel, 
increased  by  the  three  of  our  party,  entitled 
to  attend.  Mrs.  Ratliff,  Mrs.  Tnn- 
dy,  Mrs.  Lipsey. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  singing 
of  the  old  hymns.  ‘‘Work  for  the  Night  is 
Coming.”  and  ‘‘How  Firm  a Foundation,” 
nnd  Mrs.  George  Finger  of  Ixuiisville,  lead 
in  earnest  prayer.  While  we  sang  again, 
nil  he  Foreign  and  Home  missionaries 
present  were  asked  to  come  to  the  front. 
A telegram  of  Christian  greeting  from  the 
Virginia  Indies,  was  read  by  Miss  Heck,  aft- 
er which  our  hearts  were  stirred  by  short 
talks  from  the  missionaries.  Such  lovely 
and  inspiring  women  they  are.  showing  in 
their  faces  their  earnestness  to  their  Lorn. 
A few  words  were  spoken  hy  each.  Miss 
Anna  Hartwell  and  Miss  Thompson  of 
China,  Mrs.  Brindle,  (attended  by  eighteen- 
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months-old  Miss  Brindle),  missionary  to  the 
Pawnee  Indians.  Miss  Clifford,  missionary 
to  the  Osage  Indians  and  Miss  Georgia  Bar- 
rett. Home  missionary  from  Louisiana. 
Miss  Crane,  onr  recently  appointed,  bnt  al- 
ready much-loved  Corresponding  Secretary, 
told  of  her  visit  to  the  Osage  Indiana,  and 
gave  a message  of  thanks  to  ns  for  sending 
them  the  gospel. 

A heartfelt  prayer  hy  Miss  Buhlmaier  pre- 
cede! the  reading  out  of  the  committees, 
after  which  there  was  discussion  on  some 
proposed  changes  in  the  constitution. 

After  talks  hy  Mrs.  Gamhrell  of  Texas 
and  other  sisters  the  changes  were  adopted. 
The  most  important  one  giving  each  State 
a larger  representation,  giving  each  State 
twenty  delegates  from  each,  proposed  by 
‘‘our”  Mrs.  Words,  being  finally  agreed 
on. 

The  report  of  the  W.:  M.  U.  Training 
School  at  Louisville,  was  read  hy  Mrs.  Tift 
of  Georgia,  and  when  the  head  of  that 
school.  Mrs.  McClue  was  introduced  and 
made  a noble  address,  telling  of  the  inner 
workings  of  that  home,  and  of  the  daily 
life  of  the  young  women,  whom  she  lov- 
inglv  calls  her  ‘‘daughters.” 

After  adopting  the  report  of  the  Litera- 
ture Department  of  W.  M.  U..  and  listen- 
ing to  the  Recommendations  of  the  Home 
Board,  we  adjourned. 

On  Friday  morning  the  devotional  ex- 
ercises were  conducted  hy  Mrs.  Gamhrell 
of  Texas  during  which  she  made  a sweet 
and  helpful  talk  on  Woman’s  Place  in  the 
Economy  of  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  Officers 
for  ensuing  year  wns  appointed,  and  then 
the  report  of  the  Margaret  Home  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Wingo  of  South  Carolina. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  were  rend,  requesting  the  Union 
to  raise  this  year  $30,000  for  Christmas 
offering,  and  nt  least  $85,000  more  for  sup- 
port of  all  women  missionaries,  and  the 
schools  under  their  charge.  A number  of 
talks,  including  a short  one  by  Mre.  Joshua 
licvering  who  has  recently  returned  from 
a visit  to  our  foreign  fields,  were  made. 

The  Executive  Committee  report  wns  giv- 
en hy  Mrs.  A.  C.  Johnson  of  Maryland, 
nfter  which  there  were  one  minute  talks  hv 
Miss  Heck.  Miss  Wordford,  Miss  Clifford, 
Mrs.  Brendle  nnd  others. 

A conference  on  Young  Women’s  Work 
wns.  opened  by  the  report  hy  Miss  Spaul- 
ding of  Florida . The  talks  by  Mrs.  Vescy 
of  Oklahoma,  Miss  Spaulding.  Mlsa  Mayer 
of  Missouri,  and  Mrs.  Wallin  are  worthy 
of  full  report,  hut  I can  only  give  four 
keywords  of  success  given  hy  Miss  Crane — 
Purpose,  Preparation,  Patience.  Prayer. 

After  reports  of  Committees  on  Obituaries. 
Literature,  etc.,  singing  and  prayer,  we 
adjourned. 

The  devotional  exercises  Friday  after- 
noon were  led  by  Mrs.  Wingo  of  South  Car- 
olina.on  The  True  Center  of  Christian  Life. 

Two  Mexicans  were  then  introduced  and 
their  grateful  thanks  to  W.  M.  U.,  inter- 
preted hy  Brother  Daniel.  From  the  re- 
port of  the  apportionment  committee,  next 
presented,  we  found  that  Mississippi  is  ask- 
ed this  years  for  $3,500  for  Home  Missions 
nnd  $3,830  for  Foreign  Missions.

nf  Atlanta,  made  a similar  offer  for  Home 
Missions. 

Several  ladies  spoke  helpfully  on  this 
work  and  then  Miss  Heck  presented  a plan 
fur  Boys’  Organizations.  As  a result  of 
this  and  after  full  discussion  pro  and  con, 
the  organisation  of  Royal  Ambassadors  was 
in  I opted  .ns  fitted  to  the  needs  of  hoys.

In  the  Grip  of  the  Tormentor*. 

In  Matthew,  chapter  18  our  laird  gives 
the  parable  of  the  unforgiving  servant  and 
says.  “Anil  the  Lord  was  wrath  and  deliv- 
ered him  to  the  tormentors.  • • • 

likewise  shall  my  Heavenly  F’ather  do  also 
unto  you  if  ye  from  your  luairts  forgive 
riot  everyone  his  brother  their  trespasses.” 
Our  lain!  evidently  refers  to  the  tormntors 
in  hell  for  verily  no  true  servant  of  (Soil 
will  live  and  die  wilh  an  unforgiving  henrt. 
No  such  person  can  enter  thnt  happy  abode. 

If  he  could  and  were  to  enter  there,  his 
presence  would  create  consternation  among 
the  holy  nil  gels,  and  break  the  joyful  har- 
mony of  the  saints.  Indeed  he  would  lie 
as  miserable  in  heaven  ns  he  would  he  in 
hell,  for  he  would  carry  hell  in  his  own 
bosom.  • 

Is  it  not  a fact  however,  that  h convert- 
ed person  may  and  nnd  sonic  few  have  amt 
do  harbor  art  unforgiving  spirit  for  awhile 
hi  this  life.  A person  in  that  condition 
is  an  object  of  pity,  for  he  is  in  the  grip 
"f  the  tormentors.  By  refusing  to  forgivo 
he  shuts  the  door  of  heaven’s  blessings 
against  himself.  If  he  tries  to  pray  u 
avails  nothing,  for  God  will  not  henr  him. 
nor  forgive  his  sins.  He  has  shut  himself 
out  from  communion  with  (iod,  the  peace 
of  Christ  and  comforts  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
arc  denied  him.  Whoever  saw  an  untor- 
(fiving  happy  Christian! 

While  in  this  condition  several,  if  not 
all  of  the  evil  spirits  of  ill  will,  resentment, 
revenge,  anger,  wrath,  bitterness,  hatred,  1 
etc.,  swarm  around  his  heart  and  sling  his  I 
conscience  nnd  torment  him.  He  is  in  < 
the  grip  of  the  tormentors.  * 

It  is  while  he  is  in  this  sad  condition  * 
that  the  Christian  is  in  danger  of  siuriim,  r 
grievously  hy  judging  his  brother  harshly.  I 
and  of  saying  unkind  things  about  him.  and 
of  committing  a rash,  wicked  act  of  violence 
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and  thus  lie  the  devil  a tool  in  dealing  a 
i heavy  blow  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Being  a trqc  servant  of  Gml  cannot  long 
i endure  such  torture:  and  rel.utt*  and  lie- 
comes  peaceful  and  merciful  and  kind.  He 
’ “forgives  from  his  heart.”  and  then  the 
tormentors  let  go  their  grip.  If  however, 
i he  docs  not  forgive  “fn»ui  his  heart"-  it 
must  he  sincere,  not  pretense-  when  it  is 
conclusive  proof  that  he  is  not  and  never 
was  n true  Christian,  and  at  death  will  l*e  de 
livered  to  the  tormentors  in  the  world  of  lost 
Spirits,  in  the  Gehenna  of  eternal  fire  IV» 

I hear  some  unforgiving  servant  sav;  “I 
am  under  no  obligation  to  forgive  until  he 
confesses  his  wrong  and  begs  my  forgive- 
ness. ” Be  careful,  my  friend,  that  you 
do  not  let  the  devil  hoodwink  you'  with 
that  idea.  That  is  not  the  teaching  of  the 
Bonk.  Of  course  we  must  forgive  if  he 
repents,  and  any  unconverted  gentleman 
will  do  that,  hut  Christian  forgiveness  goes 
farther  than  that.  Of  the  many  Scrip- 
tures that  teach  immediate  forgiveness  I 
quote  only  one:  \ “And  when  ye  stand 
praying  forgive  if  ye  have  aught  against 
any.  thnt  yntfr  Father  also  which  is  In 
heaven  may  forgive  you  your  trespasses,  ” 
Mark  11 :25.  There  is  no  waiting  for  your 
brother  to  confess  nnd  beg  your  forgiveness 
(Of  course  it  is  the  duty  of  us  all  to  re- 
|*cnt  nnd  ask  forgiveness  of  any  mortal  we 
have  wronged  knowingly,  whether  white  nr 
black,  hilt  I nin  not  discussing  that  side 
of  the  question).  One  of  the  saddest 
thoughts  about  it  is.  that  he  thnt  will  not 
forgive,  soon  has  his  heart  filled  with  ha- 
tred and  “he  that  hateth  his  brother  is  a 
murderer,  nnd  ye  know  thnt  no  murderer 
hath  eternal  life  abiding  m him.”  There 
r.re  on  earth  no  more  unhappy  men  than 
those  who  carry  about  old  grudges  and  re- 
tnin  n lively  memory  of  wrongs  long  since 
committed  ngainst  them.

•h>hn  Bm'o.nI  was  a hoy  of  fourteen,  the 
son  of  a|Mi<h>w.  Ills  mother  was  n gi >< » t 
C’hruttiaiHlvqrnan,  but  poor.  Mis  father 
had  h.|t  was  called  a moderate  drink- 

er. It  {Iniat  very  seldom  that  he  was  rail-, 
ed  druntuluit  very  often  he  was  not  really 
sober.  ai«| pVt.liahlv  had  hr  lived  he  would 
have  I’oiJjh"'  a sot.  John  was  a bright, 
witty  aijfrgenial  hoy  of  more  than  aver- 
age abilBga  who  had  rr reived  all  the  cnl- 
tivation  jm. tillable  ill  the  village  free  school, 
ami  he  sm  itniisidered  the"  brightest  hoy  in 
the  vilhflf. 

William, Morton  had  kept  a licensed  erne 
shop  m :sl|e  jvillntfe  a lone  time  which  hr 
railed  .tlialoon  because  the  names  “grog 
shop”  ami  Mjgmwry”  had  become  disgracc- 
f til  on  .Hflmifit  of  the  drunkenness,  gambling, 
hl.MMUbjlPand  general  immorality  carried 
on  ther^Mndi  at  other  similar  places.  In 
Morton  *■ ‘ir rtorshop  was  where  Warren  El- 
wood  Jjni'g  father,  had  ae.piired  the  taste 
for  li<p||r  that  would  .have  been  his  ruin 
had  he[Hritq.  Morton  noticed  John’s  at- 
tractive IglnBties  and  felt  sure  that  if  lie 
could  irritjjiim  to  become  a regular  drinker 
at  his  ” *iloot»”  hr  wonhl  not  only  (ret  what 
money  j&jin*  might  earn,  hut  that  his  wit 
ami  ireitUity  would  draw  many  more  young 
men  win  him  and  they  too  -voiild  become 
reindartrsMuiiiers.  Ho  lie  persuaded  John 
to  drim  Lw|<-never  lie  had  a chance  and 
John  hm|  inherited  a taste  for  intoxicants. 
Rut -MAMin  was  cautious  and  at  first  would 
only  tMjvfi  John  one  drink  each  day.  In 
a few  'macks  he  increased  the  number  of 
drinks  w|l  in  a few  months  John  was  a 
eonstani|4rjiiker  and  it  was  not  long  before 
he  was  altionfinne.1  drunkard.  At  eighteen 
years  nil  he  married  Fanny  McCurdy,  a 
pretty  Mi*th  lassie,  the  daughter  of  Tom 
MVCunljM  a.  bluff  open  hearted  Irishman 
who  IntM.  hts  dram  and  had  it  given  to 
his  ehihyvn  ever  since  they  were  at  tin: 
breast.  giFauny  had  the  taste  fully  devel- 
oped a*>gi>lt  ns  John.  There  were  organ- 
izations lAlbal  Baptist.  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian* ami  Catholic  churches  in  the  village, 
but  nearaf  all  of  the  members  of  all  of  them 
were  cottan^  drinkers,  and  the  few  who 
were  malware  ridiculed,  slandered,  hated 
and  hel(l|iip  to  scorn  am]  contempt  every- 
where eal'pt'  to  th-ir  faces.  One  common 
slander  | Srin-idnted  against  them  was 
that  thjti  drank  more  secretly  than  the 
open  drillers  did  openly,  nnd  one  of  the  so- 
called  HMitiata  went  so  far  as  to  he  guilty 
of  forgwv  in  order  to  injure  the  repiita- 
tion  ofuBiother  who  was  opposed  to  the 
whole  Wlfiky  business.  He  painted  a big 
advertiMfent  of  whisky  for  sale,  giving 
prices.  «U.  on  n large  hoard  and  signed  the 
other  mm’s  name  to  it  and  t.ailcd  it  to  n 
tree  nve«i|he  church  house  by  the  roadside. 
Of  counBwsome  of  the  members  of  these  so- 
called  elflJh'hca  were  guilty  of.dninkennnss, 
gsmblina.yioting.  forgery,  fighting  and  pro- 
fanity aq*|^htit  iinb>«s  the  cases  were  so  no- 
torious Mo  make  a public  aeandal  nothing 
waa  do  about  them.  When  anything 
was  donvi]  was  to  send  a committee  to 
■ee  the  ABprits,  who  came  hack  nnd  " re- 
ported’(tnt  the  guilty  one  said.  ‘‘If  I have 
done  arawting  wrong.  I am  sorry  hor  it.” 
and  forigilrith  the  whitewash  was  applied 
an.l  thaINpis  the  last  of  it.  No  confession, 
denial  ifibrofession  of  repentance  was  ever 
rei|uimi|f  If  any  one  protested  against 
such  lo<MMbi«sa  they  were  ready  enough  to 


si  lilbrnfession  of  repentance  was  over 
imU;  If  auy  one  protested  against 

1o<*mi«88  they  were  ready  enough  to 
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exclude  that  one.  Tlie  tmfh  was  that  the 
leading  members  were  also  members  ot  a 
secret  society  and  construed  'the  obligation 
of  that  society  as  binding  them  to  protect 
its  members  from  the  law  or  church  censure, 
no  matter  what  they  might  he  guilty  of, 
nnd  protect  their  families  in  the  same  way. 
Ami  this  jwnteetion  was  to  he  effected  by 
any  means  regardless  of  morality.  Thu 
most  dis  orderly  among  them  were  mem- 
bers and.  sons  of  members  of  that  society. 
Their  pastors  were  also  members  of  than 
society  and  unscrupulous.  Whether  they 
construed  the  obligation  rightly  or  wrong- 
ly they  acted  nil  that  construction.  With  all 
these  influences  at  work  to  undermine  his 
moral  principles,  is  it  any  wonder  that 
John  K I wood  fell  ami  went  to  the  had 
rapidly?  Those  churches  were  as  much 
responsible  for  the  final  result  as  Morton 
was.  John  KIwihmI’s  conn*/  was  now  more 
rapidly  downward.  His  wife- was  ns  much 
under  the  dominion  of  the  appetite  as  he 
was,  and  like  two  heavy  halls  chained  to- 
gether rolling  down  hill  there  could  be  no 
stop.  . Down  they  must  go.  Children 
were  horn  to  them,  but  constitutionally 
weak  from  the  dnmkcnm“ss  id'  their  par- 
ents and  neglected,  starved  and  abused, 
they  soon  died.  It  was  a mercy  to  them 
to  die.  For  awhile  John's  wit  and  genial- 
ity brought  money  to  Morton’s  till,  hut 
soon  he  sunk  so  low  lie  was  rather  a hin- 
drance and  Morton  kicked  him  out  of  doors 
only  when  h*c  had  a little  money,  and  that 
was  not  often.  But  by  hook  or  crook 
he  or  his  wife  still  got  enougn  whisky  to 
keep  them  always  more  or  less  • drunk. 
Thus  things  went  on  till  they  were  about 
twenty-five  years  o]d  when  his  wife  died 
in  a drunken  debauch,  and  Tom  McCurdy 
buried  her.  Klwood  had  sunk  so  low 
that  his  wife’s  death  did  not  sober  him  for 
an  hour.  The  members  of  that  drunken, 
gambling,  so-ealled  eliureh  scorned  him  and 
turned  away  from  him  in  hypocritical  hor- 
ror after  having  made- him  what,  he  really 
was.  Not  a hand  was  turned,  not  a word 
was  spoken  during  all  his  career  to  help 
hint  to  he  a better  man. 

At  last  out  of  whisky,  out  "f  money,  nut 
of  hope,  out  of  care  for  himself  or  anything 
else  but  the  hellish  craving  for  liquor,  he 
deliberately  stabbed  Jack  Phillips  to  death 
to  get  money  to  buy  whisky  with,  and  Mor- 
ton sold  it  to  him.  knowing  be  had  not 
earned  a cent  in  weeks.  Of  course  he  was 
nrrested  lie  was  too  drunk  to  try  to  get 
away.  He  was  put  in  jail  and  the. jailor 
would  not  let  him  have  any  whisky,  so  he 
got  really  sober  at  last  and  remained  so 
till  his  trial.  When  that,  day  came  he  had 
employed  no  counsel.  He  had  nothing  to 
pay  counsel  with  nnd  he  wanted  none. 
The  judge  assigned  him  ns  counsel  a noted 
criminal  lawyer  who  had.  by  his  eloquence, 
chicanery,  trickery  and  wire-working  Raven 
many  n murderer  from  the  gallows,  which 
he  so  richly  deserved.  This  lawyer  in- 
stantly entered  n plea  of  not  guilty,  and 
the  selection  of  a jury  hgan.  When  thnt 
was  completed  it  was  plain  to  he  seen  that 
there  was  not  a mnn  on  it  who  was  not  a 
drunkard  and  a law-break*  r nnd  hut  one 
who  had  much  intelligence,  nnd  he  was  a 
notorious  law-breaker  and  had  been  ac- 
quitted of  nuirdew  by  that  same  lawyer’s 
triekery .

counsel  used  even-  trick  he  could  think  of. 
He  brow  beat  and  insulted  the  witnesses, 
tried  to  confuse  them,  accused  them  of  jicr- 
jury,  and  asked  a hundred  irrelevant  ques- 
tions nnd  contended  long  and  noisily  ■ for 
them  to  be  answered.  lie  misrepresented 
the  evidence  and  the  law.  At  last  the 
evidence  was  all  in  and  and  in  spite  <>i 
all  his  efforts  it  was  conclusive.  But  with 
such  a jury  the  result  was  almost  certain 
to  he  an  acquittal  or  a mistrial.  The 
plcadinghcgnn.  The  State’s  attorney  Was 
plain.  strong  nnd  argumentative,  'lie 
would  easily  have  won  the  ease  with  a jury 
fit  for  such  service,  but  with  that  jury, 
there  was  little  room  for  hope. 

Defendant's  counsel  followed  his  same  line 
to  the  end.  At  last  the  pleading  was  don- 
and  the  judge  was  preparing  to  givethe  jury 
the  court's  instructions.  mist  then,  the 
prisoner  rose  anil  said:  ‘‘Please  the  eoprt, 

I desire  to. say  a few  words,  will  your  honor 
permit  me?”  Yes.  speak  on,”  replied  the 
judge.  ‘‘Then  I say  I am  guilty,  i t 
killed  Jack  Phillips  to  get  money  to  buy 
whisky  with.”  A thunder  clap  from  n 
clear  sky  would  have  created  a very  mihl 
surprise  compared  to  that  which  stunned 
the  whole  assembly,  and  the  court  Ionise 
was  crowded.  For  a full  minute  not  a 
Word  was  spoken.  After  flic  first,  shock 
had  siihsidede  a little.  Jenkins,  (the  defen- 
dant’s lawyer),  began  rather  incoherently 
to  make  the  plea  that  Klwood  was  insane, 
and  had  to  mix  with  it  invectives  against 
him  for  depriving  him  of  the  triumph*  of 
winning  the  ease. 

‘‘Silence,  Mr.  Jenkins.”  said  the  Judge. 
‘‘That  man  knows  what  lie  is  doing. 
‘'Yes.,”  said  Klwood.  ‘‘I  kn-ir.-  wlint  I am 
doing.  I know  that  if  1 was  set  free  tins 
terrible  thirst,  would  drive  me  hack  into 
the  same  channel  which  has  led  me. here, 
ami  probably  another  innocent  life  would 
lie  taken  and  1 have  blood  enough  on  my 
guilty  soul  now.  Pass  sentence  Mr. 
Judge.” 

The  law  then  gave  the  judge  or  jury  no 
latitude  a.s  to  the  sentence.  It  siiiquy 
claimed  life  for  lift*.  With  tears  on  Ins 
cheeks  anti  with  quivering,  husky  voice, 
the  judge  passed  sentence,  anti  the  slieriti 
started  to  put  hand  cuffs  on  Klwood  s 
wrists,  hut  stopped,  anti  holding  them  up 
before  the  judge,  said,  ‘‘Shall  1!”  “No 
said  the  judge.  “Yes.”  said  Klwood, 
“this  demotf  thirst  might  drag  me  off  after 
the  stuff'  and  cause  you  trouble.  Put  them 
on  till  1 am  seeiire  in  the  jail.  The  sher- 
iff took  him  to  jail  and  toon  off  the  irons. 
‘‘Howl  night  Elwood,”  he  said,  and  shook 
his  hand  warmly. 

The  judge  had  fixed  the  day  of  execution 
as  far  ahead  as  the  law  allowed  him.  hop- 
ing the  Governor  would  pardon  him,  but 
Klwood  forbade  all  efforts  in  mat  direction. 
At  last  the  day  came.  Tne  hanging  was 
to  be  public  as  Klwood  desired.  The  day 
before  he  said  to  the  sheriff,  ‘‘Will  you  let 
me  talk  to  the  people  from  the  scaffold  .' 
“Certainly,  1 don’t  think  the  law  would 
allow  me  to  hinder  you,  and  1 know  I don  t 
want  to  do  it.  ” 

It  was  warm  weather  and  the  scaffold 
was  in  a cool,  shady  grove  and  a vast  crowd 
had  gathered.  The  prisoner  was  brought 
and  placed  on  the  trap  and  told  to  say 
whatever  he  wished.  Rising  to  his  fee* 
he  said,  “1  am  guilty.  My  punishment 
is  just;  I aloue  killed  Jack  Phillips.  H* 
had  a little  money  and  1 knew  it.  1 had 
none.  With  his  money  1 could  get  whisky 
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at  Morton's.  Without  money  Mprton 
would  only  kick  me  out  of  doors.  The 
craving  was  upon  me.  Phillips  was  ou 
the  ground  in  s drunken  stupor.  »1  drove 
my  knife  into  his  heart  three  times.  fie 
turned  once  and  looked  up  at  me.  but  that 
look  haunts  me  yet.  and  will  haunt  me  for- 
ever in  the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone 
where  the  worms  of  remorse  and  guilty 
conscience  never  die.  but  arc  forever  gnaw’- 
ing  at  the  vitals  of  the  guilty  souls  who 
long  for  annihilation  but  never  ran  obtain 
it.  Yes.  I am  a murderer  and  ought  to 
hang.  But  there  are  some  lessons  in  my 
guilty  life  that  ought  not  to  be  lost.  There 
,nre  other  guilty  ones  who  ought  to  nq>ent 
before  it  is  too  late  and  if  they  will  not. 
there  are  many  not  so  hardened  in  crime 
who  ought  to  be  warned  in  time.  For 
me  there  is  no  hope.  I rent  Phillips’  stu- 
pefied body  to  a drunkard's  grave  ami  his 
guilty  soul  to  a drunkard's  hell.  But 
I would  not  have  another  guilty  soul  in  the 
regions  of  eternal  damnation  to  reproach 
me  and  say,  ‘Your  wicked  example  brought 
me  here. ’ 

“At  fourteen  years  old  I did  not  doubt 
the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion.  At 

sixt I was  an  infidel.  At  eighteen  1 

was  a drunkard,  and  twenty-two  a confirm- 
ed sot.  At  twenty-live  conscience  was 
dead  at  twenty-six  1 was  u murderer,  ami 
before  I am  twenty-seven  1 here  on  the 
scaffold  justly.  Two  things  have  brought 
me  here:  Infidelity  and  drunkenness  have 
wrought  my  ruin.  How  caiue  a poor  vil- 
lage orphan  to  be  au  infidel?  1 see  here 
in  this  audience  the  men  who  made  me 
an  infidel  and  not  in  anger,  nor  in  malice, 
but  to  save  other  poor  hoys  and  girls  from 
a fate  like  mine  1 will  not  spare  them. 
Voiider  they  sit,  (pointing  to  a hunch  ol 
church  members  I mm  lush  owe  village), 
’I  here  are  the  men  who  made  me  an  uilidel. 
Woe  unto  you  hypocrites.  Ye  have  taken 
away  the  key  of  knowledge,  ye  entered  not 
join-selves,  and  them  that  were  entering  in 
selves,  a lid  jtheui  that  were  entering  in 
ye  hindered.  Claiming  to  be  the  lusty 
of  Christ,  1 saw  them  guilty  of  drunken- 
ness,  forgery,  purjury,  lying,  hypoericy, 
cheating  and  profanity,  and  almost  every- 
thing in  their  reach  and  yet  they  were  dea- 
cons ami  leading  members  in  their  churches, 
and  not  a word  said  altoiit  their  crimes. 
They  are  yet  held  up  as  models  for  boys 
ami  young  men  to  imitate.  1 said,  ‘That 
is  Christianity..  It  is  all  fraud.’  Just 
a scheme  to  deceive  people.  1 will  have 
none  of  it.  1 am  better  than  they  an*. 
That  is  what  the  Bible  brings  men  to 
1 hud  never  read  it,  and  I would  not  read 
it.  1 know  now  Unit  1 was  wrung.  * 
ought  to  have  studied  the  book  itself,  hut 
I would  not.  - I became  an  infidel.  But 
it  is  true  now  as  itw  as  t'.vothoiisand  years 
ago  that  ‘men  loved  darkness  rather  than 
light,  because  their  Ureas  were  evil.’  My 
ditxls  wore  evil,  and  -hence  1 would  not 
look  where  the  light  stuncil,  tint  looked 
and  went  into  the  darkness  oi  infidelity. 
Bill  Morton  list  it  all  his  art  to  make  a 
drunkard  of  me.  He  hoar*  me  now,  and 

he  knows  what  I say  is  true.  And  I hav- 
ing reuouuccd  all  faith  in  the  Bible,  had 
cast  away  the  only  anchor  which  could 
keep  me  off  the  rocks  of  destruction,  went 
rapidly  to  the  bottom.  My  poor  wife  was 
an  infidel  too,  made  so  by  tfie  hypocrites, 
whose  unchruligu  lives  have  led  me  to 
the  gallows.  She  was  trsmed  from  the 
cradle  to  drink  the  stuff,  auu  nowliea  rot- 
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ting  in  a drunkard's  grave.  One  great 
lesson  of  my  ruined  life  and  early  death 
is  that  there  it  absolutely  no  safety  from 
a drunkard  s grave  only  in  total  abstin- 
ence. Drink  no  intoxicating  liquor.  The 
occasional  drinker  is  on  the  same  road  and 
is  going  the  same  way  that  the  sot  ia.  All 
the  difference  is  that  he  has  not  gone  so 
far  yet.  Just  as  long  as  liquor  is  drought 
or  made  in  the  country,  just  that  long  will 
hoys  and  girls  go  to  eternal  <1  eat  ruction  by 
he  old  much  redden  reed  1 had  trod,  Pre- 
hibit  the  making,  bringing  in,  huyign  and 
selling  of  the  stuff  and  then  enforce  the 
law  rigidly,  and  children  will  not  learn  to 
drink  it.  As  to  infidelity,'  let  me  urge 
everyone  to  judge  the  Bible  by  its  teach 
tng\  and  the  lives  of  those  win*  obey  its 
prepts;  not  that  of  those  who  claim  to 
‘ love  it,  but  practice  the  contrary.  Bill 
Morton  is  no  worse  than  others  who  follow 
the  same  business.  Had  ashe  is.  he  has 
only  done  ns  they  do.  He  made  me  a 
drunkard  and  they  have  made  other*  the 
same.  And  now  Bill  Morton  and  yon  lot 
of  hypocrites,  look  si  your  work . Ijonk 
tut  and  see  your  victim  die  at  the  end  of 
the  rope,  and  know  thnt  you  have  sent  hia 
soul  to  an  eternal  hell.  Remember  that 
his  mother  lie*  in  an  unhniiored  grave, 
brought  then*  by  grief  and  shame  on  ac- 
eoimt  of  the  ruin  of  her  son.  And  you 
ruined  him.  I do  not  denj  or  slum  my 
ow  own  guilt.  My  doom  is  just.  Hut  tl 
j'oit  had  tint  done  Satan’s  work  probably 
I should  never  have  stood  here  to  lie  gazed 
a!  in  tny  dying  momenta  by  those  who  will 
have  to  answer  at  the  bar  ol  Almighty  Hist 
for  their  share  in  bringing  me  here.

Thy  never  tried 
again.  As  fast  as  they  could  thev  sold 
what  they  had  and  moved  away  U>  place* 
where  they  hoped  they  would  never  hear 
the  name  of  John  Klwood  again.

Stenographers  Are  But  Human 
Machines 

If  you  are  thinking  of  taking  up 
stenography  as  a means  of  lire 
lil>o»d  there  ar»*  many  things  to 
consider,  says  the  June  Delinea- 
tor 

If  you  can  write  “Yes.”  after 
each  one  of  tlu-s  questions,  you 
will  succeed  as  a stenographer . 
But  the  girl  who  always  had  to 
consult  a dictionary  when  writing 
an  essay,  who  lost  counts  in  he. 
“home  work”  because  she  forgot 
commas,  semi-colons  and  quota- 
tion marks  and  was  careless  about 
the  urn-  of  capitals,  will  never 
earn  her  salt  as  a stenographer. 
A stenographer  is  o well-equipped, 
well-oiled,  gua ranteed-not-to- run- 
down machine — and  nothing  more. 
Occasionally  a wide  a wake  sten- 
ographer works  up  to  a posit  inn 
of  trust  with  her  firm.  But  the 
majority  of  girls  never  get  lie- 
yond  the  coveted  fifteen  a we*k 
and  acquire  a nervous  prostration 
from  confinement,  sedentary  work 
and  monotony. 

The  girl  who  is  content  to  he 
this  sort  of  machine  will  find  her 
best  opibortiinities  in  the  offices  of 
a large  corporation,  like  a pub 
lishing  house,  insurance  company, 
loan  and  abstract  firm.  etc.  The 
preparation  fo-*  such  work  is  at 
least  six  months  in  a good  school 
of  stenography  and  typewriting. 


“Making  It  Easy.” 

A great  deal  is  being  said  in 
the  papers  now  about  whether  or 
not  it  is  easy  to  be  saved.  Gipsy 
Smith  is  especially  bard  on  the 
fellow  wlm  makes  it  “easy.  “ The 
implication  is  that  a man  cannot 
be  savi-d  until  he  does  his  best — 
doing  his  best  with  those  fellows 
seems  to  l»c  doing  penance  men- 
tal and  physical  torture,  which 
culminnti*s  in  tuiumg  from  stu. 
This  to  some  is  a long,  hard  pro- 
cess. in  the  (accomplishment  of 
which  lie  has  shed  many  tears 
over  the  giving  up  of  that  which 
has  been  such  a pleasure  to  him.

long-drawn  out  struggle  between 
this  poor  fellow  and  his  sins  gets 
sorry  for  the  man.  saves  him  be- 
cause he  has  repented  hard 
enough  and  long  enough. 

Such  sickening  sentimentalism, 
formalism.  Romanism  id  very  dis- 
gusting to  a student  of  God’s 
word;  In  your  last  issue  Broth- 
er Epting  made  a statement  like 
this:  “And  repentance  means 
more  than  merely  raising  tin 
hand.  Jesus  never  made  it  that 
easy. " 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  must 
have  missed  tin1  whole  thing  win, 
thinks  of  repentance  or  salvation 
as  n struggle — i-it her  physical  or 
mental.  The  raising  of  the  hand 
has  nothing  to  do  with  ropentane'e 
one  way  or  another.  Man  can 
repent  without  moving  his  hands 
or  fe?t.  A man  can  repent  who  has 
no  hands  or  feet.  The  thief  on 
the  cross  repented,  and  while  lie 
had  both  hands  and  feet  lu*  could 
us*  neither.  But  if  he  had  been 
free  to  use  them,  both  they  would 
have  played  no  part  in  his  repent- 
ance or  salvation.  There  seems 
to  have  been  no  struggle  or  effort 
for  the  thief  to  repent.  It  didn  t 
take  him  long.  lie  was  on  his 
death  bed.  At  first  lie  railed  on 
Jesus,  but  all  ot  a sudden  his 
mind  understood  a change  on  a 
second  thought — he  ssid — “He 
unjustly — I justly.”  That  was  his 
repentance — easy  enough  when  he 
thought.
